FINE POINTS OF 
GOOD MILK COWS 


One thing that seems to trouble 
many purchasers of cattle for dairy­ 
ing Is to Judge from conformation, 
etc., whether an Individual la or will 
be a profitable milker. I have found 
that all signs fall occasionally and 
that sometimes an animal will show 
both good and poor points and be 
elthpr profitable or otherwise one 
year, and the opposite the next, so 
we cannot always be sure as to points. 
If I were selecting for myself the fol­ 
lowing would be points for which I 
should look, and If not found any an­ 
imal would not be considered desir­ 
able, no matter how large or hand­ 
some she was. Most of these points 
can be noted upon a calf after about 
four weeks If well fed. 
1. A broad nose and mouth, at least 
ltt Inches wider at end than at 4 
Inches toward eyes on milkers, and 
proportionate with 
younger 
stock; 
bulls Included. 
2. A spacing of three or more finger 
widths between two back ribs extend­ 
ing well down toward belly; the longer 
the back rib the better; an excellent 
point In bulls as well as cows. 
3. A wide and long escutcheon with 
no breaks or curls above the udder; 
curls upon the back of udder are bet­ 
ter than not; this point Is not bo no­ 
ticeable upon bulls us cows. 
4. The milk veins should 
be large 
and long; the crookeder the better, 
and should come from between fourth 
and fifth rib or farther forward; 
heavy veins upon the udder are also 
good. 
5. Other secondary points Include 
mealy (pliable) skin; broad milk cord 
found vertically above the tiank; long 
slender tall, end of dock coming below 
points of gambrel; deep pocket on 
front of both shoulder and hind leg, 
near flank, Inside front; rough back, 
not humped. 
0. A herd sire should have as many 
of the foregoing points as possible to 
obtain, together with four well-defined 
teats. 
All of these points may be found in 
all milking 
cattle, some being more 
conspicuous iu different individuals, 
and often very pronounced, while oth­ 
er points are negligible. Such ani­ 
mals are doubtful and often unsatis­ 
factory 
to 
purchaser.—Howard

REED-JOHNSON ACT 
BENEFITS VETERANS 


Legume Plants 
Benefit Soils 


Test Shows Some Types of 
Bacteria More Efficient 
Than Others. 


Passage of the World war veterans’ 
act, commonly known as the Reed- 
Johnson 
bill, 
and 
its 
subsequent 
amendments has benefited nearly one 
hundred thousand ex service men and 
their dependents, according to the na­ 
tional rehabilitation committee of the 
American Legion, which has been fol­ 
lowing developments closely since the 
passage of the bill in 1924. 
Awards 
of Increased compensation have been 
made on 54,499 disability claims and 
42,994 death claims. 
Shortly after the passage of the act 
a special unit of the United States 
veterans’ bureau was established In 
the Washington oflice to conduct a 
general examination of all claims on 
file to ascertain where benefits under 
the new law were payable. Although 
the bureau received 83,418 new claims 
| subsequent to the passage of the act,

claims on which compensation was be­ 
ing paid in various amounts, 28,721 of 
which were permanent and total cases 
and 104,458 permanent partial disabil­ 
ity cases. 
Compensation was being 
paid on 79,184 death claims. In May 
of 1924 the total disbursements for 
disability compensation were $8,132,- 
484.98, as compared 
with $10,582- 
795.01 in June of 1920, a monthly In­ 
crease of approximately $2,450,000.

Raise Calf Successfully 
by Using Various Plans 
Calves have been raised successfully 
by various methods. 
Whatever plan 
is used must include cleanliness In 
feed utensils and housing, plenty of 
exercise, and direct sunlight 
A common method Is to let the calf 
nurse three or four days. Then feed 
whole milk for three weeks. 
At the 
end of the third week start substitut­ 
ing sweet skim-milk, say one-eighth 
each day, until only sklm-mllk Is used. 
If from the separator remove froth 
or foam. 
Feed three times a day at 
regular Intervals. 
Do not overfeed, 
and watch the bowels for any sign of 
scours. 
The feeding of milk may be 
continued around five or six months. 
After two months many feeders use 
sour milk, which appears to be suit­ 
able If In good condition. 
Meauwiiile the calf Is allowed to 
pick at a little good hay, clover or al­ 
falfa preferred, and a mixture of 
grain, such as ground corn, oats and 
bran—only a moderate amount of al­ 
falfa or grain. 
When the milk is discontinued at 
around six months the calf should 
be eating a regular ration of grain 
and hay. 
No stated amount can be 
named. 
The essential is for the feed­ 
er to watch the calf and keep It In 
good growing condition. 
A little oil- 
meal, provided it Is fed carefully. Is 
an advantage.

All the cultivated legumes—peas, 
beans, vetches, clovers, alfalfa and 
related plants—benefit the soil, where­ 
as a continuous growth of cereals and 
other nonlegumes leads to a decline 
In soil productivity.

Is due mainly to the fact that the le­ 
gumes take their nitrogen partly from 
the air, whereas the nonlegumes take 
It from the soil. 
Make Use of Nitrogen. 
It is the presence of certain bac­ 
teria In the soil that enables the le­ 
gume plants to make use of the atmos­ 
pheric nitrogen. 
It is not the legume 
itself, but these bacteria that gather 
the nitrogen from the4 air and trans­ 
form it Into compounds that are taken 
up by the plant roots. The laboratory 
where these bacteria perform this 
wonderful 
transformation, 
that 
no 
chemist has been able to Imitate, Is in 
the root nodules which may be seen 
on 
healthy 
legume 
plants. 
Non­ 
legumes do not have such “nodule 
laboratories,” 
hence 
they 
cannot 
gather free nitrogen from the air. 
In the absence of bacteria In Hie 
soil, naturally It is common practice 
to supply them by transferring soil 
from fields already containing them 
or by artificially prepared cultures 
from the laboratory. 
These cultures 
are prepared by growing the bacteria 
In liquids, or upon jellies, or directly 
In the soil. 
It Is Interesting to note 
that despite the minute size of the 
bacteria every strain has Its own pe­ 
culiarities, a higher or lower efficiency, 
just as with breeds of higher organ­ 
isms. It Is Important, therefore, suys 
the United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture, to select and 
propagate 
only the most active and efficient 
strains. 
Legumes In Groups. 
Numerous tests, says the depart­ 
ment, have show’n that for practical 
purposes the legumes commonly cul­ 
tivated may be divided Into seven 
groups, each of w’hlch has Its special 
bacteria. The seven groups are those 
capable of using the alfalfa bacteria, 
the red-clover bacteria, the vetch bac­ 
teria, navy-bean bacteria, lupine bac­ 
teria, cowpea bacteria and the soy­ 
bean bacteria. 


Best Materials to Make 
Poultry Scratch Litter

can be obtained In winter months,

December 
or 
January. 
Early winter treatment is advisable, 
because horses freed from the para­ 
sites early will pass the winter In bet­ 
ter condition. 
Encouraging Results. 
In the last few years a number of 
communities have attempted bot con 
trol by systematic treatm ent of all 
donkeys, mules, horses and colts. Re 
suits have been encouraging. 
Not 
only has the annoyance from nose 
botflies and other botflies been greatly 
decreased after a single year’s ef­ 
fort but a general improvement has 
been reported in the condition and 
health of the horses. 
It appears en­ 
tirely feasible, especially In regions 
where there are very few horses on 
pasture, to eradicate horse bots by 
a combination of the carbon-disul- 
phlde treatm ent and the application of 
washes for the destruction of the 
eggs. 
Every horse should be washed 
with a 2 per cent coal-tar creosote dip 
to destroy the young bots which re 
main dormant in the eggs. Thorough 
treatm ent of all animals fn a commu­ 
nity should be very profitable If con 
tinued two or three years. Reinfesta­ 
tion is not liable to occur except 
where untreated animals are brought 
In, as It is believed the files do not 
travel more than half a mile. 


Lay Plans Now for Next 
Year's Egg Production 
"If you want to make a profit on 
your poultry you must got eggs during 
the winter months," declared J. G. 
Halpin of the Wisconsin university 
poultry department before a group of 
farm ers 
during 
the recent 
annual 
Farm ers’ week. 
"In the month of January, 1025, a 
farm flock of 200 hens in Dane county 
produced $146 worth of eggs besides 
those eaten at home, giving a net In­ 
come over feed costs for the month of 
$93,” related the poultry man. 
These results were obtained by the 
farm er because he followed “tried out” 
successful poultry facts. 
Pullets must 
be well matured, pointed out Halpin. 
and Leghorn pullets should w’eigh 8% 
pounds each and the Rock, Rhode 
Island 
Red, and Wyandotte pullets 
should weigh 5^fc to 6 pounds. 
“Early hatching, proper feed and 
plenty of direct sunlight are essentials 
to the growth of the little efitcks so 
that they will develop Into healthy lay­ 
ing pullets.” says Halpin. 
He gives as 
a good chick ration the following: 80 
pounds of ground yellow co rn ; 20 
pounds of wheat middlings; 5 pounds 
ground raw bone; 5 pounds pearl grit; 
1 pound common salt, and plenty of 
milk (whole milk first few days, then 
begin to feed skim milk) and give no 
water.

main for several months before being 
develo;>ed fully and passed out.

tng this time they not only Interfere 
with digestion but may actually cause 
stoppage and result iu death. 


Early W lnltr Treatment. 
Investigations conducted a number 
of years ago in Italy showed that bots 
within horses could be destroyed by 
administering carbon-dlsulphlde cap 
sules. This treatm ent has been tested 
by the United Stales Department of 
Agriculture and found to be very ef­ 
fective. 
A very Important considéra 
tlon In obtaining the best results Is 
the m atter of time of treatm eut. says 


Labor-Saving Devices 
Revolutionize Farming 
“The outstanding feature of Ameri­ 
can agriculture the last 75 years has 
been the adoption of labor saving farm 
machinery,” said 11. B. Walker, pro­ 
fessor of agricultural engineering In 
Kansas State college, to an audience 
of farm and unlversify people attend­ 
ing farm ers’ and homemakers' short 
course exercises at University farm, 
St. Paul.

In scattered orchurds that are either 
outside of the main commercial sec­ 
tions or are too small or too unpro­ 
ductive to Justify the use of efficient 
spraying equipment. 
Some unproduc­ 
tive orchards also have been aban­ 
doned in the boxed apple states, and 
the tendency has been to replace the 
poorer varieties in the older orchards. 
For the country as a whole, the num­ 
ber of trees not yet hearing is about 
the same as five years ago, and is not 
sufficient to mulntain the present num­ 
ber iu bearing. 
So far as commercial production is 
coueemed, the decrease iu the uum- 
ber of bearing trees iu the scattered 
farm orchards has been more thau 
offset by Increased produetiou in the 
commercial sections. 
The rate of in- 
creaae In the commercial sections 


seems, however, to he slowing up. aud 
In the boxed apple states, the point of 
maximum production seems to haNe 
been nearly reached. 
Looking ahead, it seems that the 
yearly Increase in population will be 
sufficient to take care of such increase 
in production of commercial apples as 
is to be e x a c te d from the present or­ 
chards.

someone smarter than he, who will 
bring about this fall. 
We sometimes 
think parents are lax in pointing out 
these things to their children. They 
take it for granted that 
they 
will 
follow the right road and they fail to 
show them the pitfalls that in reality 
beset their paths. 
They sometimes 
place too much responsibility 
upon 
the schools, depending upon them to 
build character and to look after the 
welfare of their children.

Smut leads to vice and vice 
to crime and so, many of our youth- 
j ful criminals get their start in

j public schools almost under the very

| way a denunciation of

In March of 1862, 
when 
Grant’s 
victories had compelled the evacua­ 
tion of Nashville, and part of Tennes­ 
see was free from Confederate con­ 
trol, Lincoln sent for 
Johnson 
and 
asked him to take the military gov­ 
ernorship of the state. It was a post 
of hardship and extreme danger, for

j war might well throw Johnson into 
the power of those that despised him 
as a traitor. 
His bull neck arched, his granite 
jaw protruded, the new governor en 
tered Tennessee 
on 
the winds 
of 
wraths. 
Disdaining the conciliatory 
policy that was urged, he filled the 
jails with 
Southern 
sympathizers 
suppressed every paper that did not 
fawn, and even exiled ministers 
of 
the gospel, cursing* them for hypo­ 
crites that wore “the livery of heav­ 
en to serve the devil in”. 
Friend felt the iron of his imperi 
ous will as well as foe. 
When Gen. 
Buell refused to join in his savage 
persecutions, he accused him of cow­ 
ardice and Southern 
leanings, 
and 
hounded him out of his command 
Lincoln’s 
amnesty 
proclamation 
disgusted him as 
an exhibition 
of 
weakness, 
and 
with 
characteristic 
arrogance he brushed it aside as far 
as 
Tennessee 
was 
concerned. 
In­ 
creasingly lonely, 
for 
even 
loyal 
Unionists were repelled by his sav 
agery, he went his grim way without 
faltering, admirable only in his cour­ 
age. 
When the Confederates came close 
to Nashville, and timid souls urged 
evacuation, Johnson ordered 
resist 
ance until the last man should 
fall, 
saying, “Anyone who talks of 
sur­ 
render I will shoot”. 
Such stories as 
these, 
traveling 
north, made him a popular hero, and, 
together 
with 
Lincoln’s friendship 
and the Republican desire to gain the 
votes of the W ar Democrats and 
to 
flatter the 
border states that had 
remained loyal to the Union, gained 
him the Republican nomination 
for 
the Vice Presidency in 1864. 
Drunk, from stimulants used fol­ 
lowing illness, on the day of his in­ 
auguration, his maudlin speech dis­ 
gusted and appalled, but the painful 
impression was 
quickly 
wiped out, 
for not even Thaddeus Stevens was 
more of an adept at hymns of hate. 
No sooner had Richmond fallen than 
he was crying, “The halter for in­ 
fluential traitors; hang the leaders!” 
And he stood with Sumner in 
de­ 
nouncing Lincoln’s 
policy of mercy 
as a criminal blunder. 
They loved Johnson then—Wade, 
Sumner, Stevens and the rest of the 
radicals—and when he took the oath 
after the President’s death this group 
ran to him as though 
he 
were 
a 
savior, Ben Wade shouting, “Johnson, 
we have faith in you. 
By the gods, 
there will be no trouble now in run­ 
ning the government” . 
By word and 
deed *1ie 
confirmed 
them in their enthusiasm. Day after 
day he screamed vengeance against 
the prostrate South, 
repeating 
his 
stock phrases: 
“Treason is a crime 
and must 
be 
punished;” “Treason 
must be made odious”; “W hat may 
be mercy to the individual is cruelty 
to the state”. 
Indecently, dishonestly, he tried to 
prove that Jefferson Davis had “in­ 
cited, concerted and procured” the as­ 
sassination of Lincoln, offered $100,- 
000 reward for his capture, and had 
him treated as a 
common 
criminal 
after arrest. 
In open defiance of the 
terms of surrender, 
he sought 
to 
have Lee and his 
generals 
indicted 
for treason, and Grant’s 
threat 
of 
resignation was the one thing 
that 
held him back. 
Lincoln’s two amnesty proclama­ 
tions were rudely set aside and, is­ 
suing one of his own, Johnson 
ex­ 
cluded fourteen specified classes. 
In 
these classes were all agents and of­ 
ficials of 
the 
Confederate Govern­ 
ment, all army 
officers 
above 
the 
rank of colonel, and “all persons who 
have voluntarily participated in said 
rebellion the 
estimated 
value 
of 
whose taxable property is over $20,- 


000” . 
This was a thought of his own—a 
last terrible thrust at the 
“aristo­ 
crats” , dooming them 
to continued 
disfranchisement and putting 
them 
lower than their former slaves. Small 
wonder that Stevens, Wade and Sum­ 
ner hailed him as a Daniel come to 
judgment. 
Yet, even as 
they 
ap­ 
plauded, a change came over Andrew 
Johnson as vast as that which 
be­ 
fell Saul of Tarsus on the 
road 
to 
Damascus. 
William H. Seward, the Secretary 
of State, sat at his right hand even 
as he had sat at 
Lincoln’s. If 
any 
man ever had an excuse for hate, it 
was Seward, for the attem pt to as­ 
sassinate him had killed his invalid 
wife 
and 
made 
a 
maniac of his 
daughter. 
Yet with unyielding ten­ 
acity he held to Lincoln’s policy 
of 
reconciliation. 
Clearly, 
boldly, 
he 
made Johnson see 
the 
evil 
conse­ 
quences of revenge, and urged him 
to adopt the Lincoln theory that the 
Southern States had never been out 
of the Union, and that the thing to 
do was to bring them hack to 
“the 
proper practical relation” as soon as 
possible. 
Grant, another man that Johnson 
loved and trusted, also inclined 
to 
this view, and under the influence of 
these two counselors the President 
turned away from his gloomy 
hates 
and set himself to healing the Un­ 
ion’s gaping wounds. 
Following the example set by Lin- 
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coin in the reorganization of Loui i- 
ana, he established civil government 
in the seceded states, and when Con­ 
gress met in December, senator and 
representatives were on hand 
from 
all of them, asking admission. 
High flamed the wrath of Sumner, 
Wade and Stevens. What they want­ 
ed was to have the South treated as 
a conquered province, not 
only 
to 
satisfy their passion 
for 
revenge 
but also because the 
admission 
of 
Democrats, as Stevens frankly 
ad- 
mited, menaced the “perpetual 
as­ 
cendency” of the Republican party. 
Even as they had opposed and de­ 
feated Lincoln, so did 
the 
radicals 
now unite and, after rejecting 
the 
South’s representatives, 
served 
no­ 
tice upon the President that hence­ 
forth he would do well to 
keep 
his 
hands off the business of reconstruc­ 
tion. 
W hatever doubts Andrew Johnson 
may have had as to the wisdom 
of 
his course were removed by the ac­ 
tion of Congress. 
Always 
imperi­ 
ous and arrogant, resenting opposi­ 
tion as a personal insult, he accepted 
the challenge and squared for battle. 
Lincoln might have used his hum­ 
or and knowledge of human nature to 
reach some agreement, but the burly 
Tennesseean was ever one who loath­ 
ed any suggestion of compromise. 
Addressing a 
motley 
crowd that 
surged under the White House win­ 
dows, he bellowed denunciations 
of 
the traitors who were trying to wreck 
the Constitution and destroy free in­ 
stitutions. 
“Name them!” called 
a 
voice, and straightway Johnson nam­ 
ed, by implication, Sumner, Stevens 
and Phillips. 
In equal anger, Congress overturn­ 
ed the precedent of years and com­ 
menced the grim business of passing 
laws over the 
President’s 
veto. 
A 
congressional 
election 
was 
to be 
held in November, and, remembering 
the ease with which he had swayed 
the hill people of Tennessee to his 
will, Johnson resolved to make a di­ 
rect appeal to the voters, and start­ 
ed off on what he termed “a swing 
around the circle”. 
It wras a journey through Bedlam. 
Disorderly crowds jeered and hooted 
their Chief Executive as though he 
were a candidate for constable; and 
his hot temper led him into extrav­ 
agances of insult and denunciation. 
The sentiment of the country had 


not supported Sumner and Steve’ «, 
but 
Johnson’s 
disorderly 
progress 
j from city to city worked a 
change, 
and when Congress met again in De­ 
cember, the radicals had 
an 
over- 
I whelming majority in 
Senate 
and 
House. 
Contemptuously sweeping aside the 
state governments formed 
by 
the 
President, a brand-new Retvmstruc- 
tion Act organized the South 
into 
five military districts, disfranchised 
virtually every white, and gave 
the 
vote to the Negroes without qualifi­ 
cation of any kind. 
Johnson disapproved the act, point­ 
ing out its utter unconstitutionality, 
but it was repassed over his 
vote 
and dowm upon the helpless 
Sout) 
descended the army of “carpetbag­ 


gers”, more terrible than any locust 
plague. 
j 
The next step was a hill that strip­ 
ped the President of all power over 
the army and its officers, and Gener­ 
al Grant, put in complete authority 
with responsibility to Congress only, 
was explicitly ordered,not to heed or 
obey the commands of Johnson. Jfi 
the same breath a Tenure of Office 
Act was passed that denied the right 
of the President to remove any offici­ 
al, even a Cabinet member, 
without 
the consent of the Senate. There was 
no question as to the lawlessness of 
the measure, and even Stanton join­ 
ed with Sew'ard in framing and sup­ 
porting the veto measure. 
As usual, how'ever, it was passed

over his veto, and as an incident of

Johnson learned

son branded the Man of Appomattox 
as one false to his faith and to his 
wrord, insisting that he had promised 
to hold the office or else give 
time 
for the appointment of a successor, 
so that Stanton would be put in the 
position of having to seek reinstate­ 
ment through the courts, thus bring­ 
ing up the question of the law’s con­ 
stitutionality. 
Grant 
denied 
giving 
any 
such 
pledge, although admitting that “the 
President might have understood me 
the way he did”, 
but 
the 
raging 
Johnson repeated his charge of 
dis- 


Ben 
Butler—“Beast” 
Butler—lead­ 
ing off for the House managers, made 
a political harangue as vicious 
and 
intemperate, as coarse and violent as 
any that Johnson himself had 
ever 
delivered, and time 
after time 
the 
Chief Justice’s

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Timely Suggestions 
for Farm Buildings 


Many Needed Repairs May 
Be Made in Early Winter. 


A plank off the outalde wall of the 
dairy stable may reduce the milk 
flow from the herd this winter and in 
addition will endanger the health of 
the animals by permitting a cold draft 
In the stable. 
This is a timely suggestion from 
Prof. S. Weaver, farm engineer at the 
North Carolina State college, who 
states that such slight repairs may be 
done during the early winter. 
All 
animals need fresh aLr but drafts are 
dangerous. The food given the»« ani­ 
mals will he used in supplying body 
fuel when the buildings are not tight 
The hog houses and poultry houses 
might also receive the same repairs, 
he suggests. 
“A coat of paint does wonders for 
the average farm building,” says Pro­ 
fessor Weaver, ‘‘and winter Is a good 
time to apply this paint. 
Some of 
the fences may need looking after and 
the corn cribs and poultry houses 
need to he cleaned up. Folks are now 
putting corn in the cribs and the early 
pullets are looking for laying quar­ 
ters. 
A supply of good, clean nest*, 
put In early, will prevent the pullets 
from laying on the floor and thus con­ 
tracting the egg-eating habit.” 
To prevent farm fires, Professor 
Weaver suggests that the stove flues 
be cleaned out. Less fuel is consumed 
and better fires and more heat are 
secured from the stoves when there 
is a free draft. 
Where possible, It 
is suggested that those who have the 
funds put in a basement heating plant. 
There Is much more satisfaction and 
lots less work for the housekeeper 
when the home Is furnished with a 
basement heating plant. 


Stable Flavors in Milk 
in Winter Are Annoying 
We are approaching the time of year 
when stable flavors are more apt than 
usual to creep into milk and the dairy­ 
man must be fully alert to the re­ 
sponsibilities of the situation. 
From 
now on there w'lll be less fresh air in 
most cow stables than there ought to 
be. 
The stables themselves will be 
somewhat more difficult to keep clean 
and the cows, unless specially groomed 
and otherwise cared for, will become 
considerably soiled. Regardless of all 
this it still is possible to keep the 
stable taint out of milk. 
Perhaps the most certain method to 
adopt toward this end is to keep the 
shipping cun Into which the milk pails 
are emptied standing outside the milk­ 
ing stable during the milking period. 
This makes a little more work and for 
this reason many dairymen will hesi­ 
tate at the extra steps. But it is an 
actual fact that the usual moist air of 
a milking stable in winter is about the 
easiest means of transferring stable 
taint to milk.

state departments 
and institutions, ) 
provision for purchase of all 
state 
supplies by competitive bids, and for 
the consolidation of the 123 boards 
and commissions into 
nine 
depart­ 
ments, is the first step in the econ­ 
omy program. 
All agricultural agencies will 
be 
placed in a department of agriculture 
under a director named by the board 
of Agriculture. The Board of Agri-i 
culture will be appointed by the gov- J 
ernor. 
All conservation duties, such j 
I as game and fish will be placed in a 
department of conservation and de­ 
velopment; all health duties will be 
placed in a health 
department;

“The secret of wearying your read­ 
er is to tell him everything”—Vol­ 
taire.

A moment’s consideration of curi­ 
osity. “Curiosity killed the cat”, we 
are told. 
I don’t remember that 
I 
was ever told just what the circum­ 
stances were which lead up to 
the 
cat’s 
demise, 
but an 
explanation 
suggested itself to me when 
I took 
Zoology at college. I had theretofore 
been of the opinion that the curiosi­ 
ty resulting in the fatality had been 
the feline’s but this opinion I aband­ 
oned when I found that the 
close 
similarity of organic structures 
of 
cat and man was causing Zoological 
students to spend most of their spare 
moments chasing cats to use for la­ 
boratory purposes. It was a case of 
curiosity killing the cat* alright, but 
it was curiosity on the part of 
the 
students to find out what the cat’s 
innards looked like. 
And so I think there is really 
a 
double meaning to the 
old 
saying. 
True enough, curiosity is often fa­ 
tal to the person afflicted with 
it, 
but at the same time, it is often dis­ 
astrous to the person or thing it is 
directed at. 
Take, for instance, the 
luriosity which one James Reed has 
shown as to the amount of money 
spent, and the manner of the spend­ 
ing, in the recent United States Sen­ 
atorial elections. That is a curiosity 
which not only bids fair to be fatal 
to the senatorial ambitions of 
the 
party’s concerned, but also indicates 
that this same Mr. Reed will be 
a 
very popular contender for the Dem­ 
ocratic presidential nomination. This 
type of curiosity we find jumping up 
quite 
frequently 
in 
politics.

candidate will seemingly have a rabid 
curiosity to know all the details 
of 
his opponents private 
life and this 
curiosity has to be satisfied even if 
it entails opening up 
the 
private 
skeleton closets and exhibiting 
the 
ghostly array. 
And when this hap­ 
pens more fatalities result. 
And even in private life, we some­ 
times find curiosity killing the 
cat. 
Cat, this time, is the appellation giv­ 
en to certain women whose tongues 
work much faster than their minds. 
We know of one in particular whose 
curiosity 
Imfqw the details of the 
unfaithfulness of a neighbor’s hus­ 
band led to the discovery that 
at 
least one of the parties to blame was 
her own daughter. 
More often, 
it 
must be admitted, the cat killed is at 
the other end. The curiosity of peo­ 
ple to know what is going on, 
has 
led to many a private family affair 
being aired to the community, with 
the result, social ostracism for that 
family. 
But, even at that, curiosity is 
a 
healthy thing for humans to 
have 
and if it weren’t for that curiosity, 
newspapers and authors, would have 
a hard time making out. The news­ 
paper depends upon catching the in­ 
terest of the reader with a startling 
headline and 
causing 
him 
to seek 
further information about 
the sub­ 
ject, thus reading the story to satis­ 
fy his curiosity. The author depends 
upon arousing the interest and hold­ 
ing it by a tantalizing sequence 
of 
incidents which lead up to the climax. 
So it is, that we admit the truth of 
the statement, “The secret of weary­ 
ing your reader is to tell him every­ 
thing”. 
Tell him everything and he 
is no longer curious. And when curi­ 
osity is gone, interest is lost, for in 
this case, the two are one and 
the 
same. 
So 
I 
can 
tell 
you 
why 
it is

Again 
our old 
friend curiosity is at the bottom of 
it. 
One woman will keep her hus­

When hogs can be driven through a 
narrow chute about 24 inches wide, 
tattoo marks can be applied as they 
walk through. 
One day 
I 
saw 
a 
packer-driver tattoo a lot of 64 hogs 
in less than three minutes. 
All tat­ 
too marks were legible on the car­ 
casses”.

hare and hounds,

we are the 
hare. In this game one of our great­ 
est handicaps gives us our one great 
advantage. 
We can take the road at 
short notice in light marching order, 
painfuly light in fact.

most no camp baggage, no extra 
clothing, hardly enough firearms to 
go around.

Columbia, December 7.—“Co-oper­ 
ation is the greatest need of present- 
day rural life”, said C. B. Smith, 
a 
representative of the extension serv­ 
ice of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, in opening here yes 
terday a five-day conference of

tension workers of the College of Ag­ 
riculture of the University of Mis­ 
souri. 
About 100 district and coun­ 
ty agents and extension employes of 
the college are in attendance. 
In outlining extension policies and 
progress, Smith suggested the plan 
of a State-created county hoard 
of 
agi ¡culture, consisting of two repre­ 
sentatives, one man and one woman, 
from each township, elected by 
the 
people at the spring elections, to hi- 
selected on the basis of their inter­ 
est in agriculture and country life, 
and to serve 
without 
salary. 
This 
board, he said, should meet at least 
once each year with the extension di­ 
rector and his representatives, to ar­ 
range the annual

extension 
work.

shown to agriculture and home econ­ 
omics on the extension program, ac­ 
cording to the speaker.

In fact, a very slight injury to 
the tail is sometimes enough to stim­ 
ulate the production of a new tail at 
the point of injury, so that the old 
one gets well and the new part con­ 
tinues to grow until the tail presents 
a perfectly forked appearance”.

immaterial to him If the automobile 
Is about to fall to pieces.

muddy lanes were cold and cheerless. 
A terrible wave of sickn ss had set 
in so great that in the January fol­ 
lowing the city fathers were forced 
to protest against the high price of 
coffins, too much tolling of bells, and 
the expense of the custom ary funeral 
observations. 
Cotton M ather himself, chief man 
of the town, had been at the bedside 
of his dying wife, w riting page after 
page of lam entation over her depar­ 
ture, and was now devising means to 
thw art a young woman whose atte n ­ 
tions showed plainly (in his opinion) 
th at she intended to m arry him. Sam ­ 
uel Sewall, m oderator of town m eet­ 
ing, was strutting the streets, v irtu ­ 
ous and censorious. 
Into this little world, so fa r from 
London and so different in its social 
customs, came the officers and men of 
the Gosport, man-of-war. 
Her cap­ 
tain, H enry 
Crofts, 
had 
conveyed 
Gov. 
Joseph 
Dudley, 
attended by 
members of the council and house to 
Pemaquid in July, 1702, and in No­

His grand­ 
father, King Charles II, had suffered 
a like fate and Queen Anne reigned 
in his stead. Captain Crofts had liv­ 
ed in an atmosphere utterly at vari­ 
ance with that of Boston. 
Strong drink and dice and sword 
play were no doubt 
a 
part 
of his 
world. 
Nevertheless, now that 
he 
was about to die, good men like Sew­ 
all and M ather both thought he was 
not beyond redemption. They there­ 
fore sought earnestly for permission 
to pray with the captain. 
He would have none of them and 
they turned in their bitterness to re­ 
vile him. Some there were who 
be­ 
lieved his father, the duke of Mon­ 
mouth, from certain facial defects, to 
be the son of Robert Sidney, but King 
Charles acknowledged this 
son 
of 
Lucy W alter, loaded him with hon­ 
ors, and treated him 
with 
fatherly 
affection. 
The duke’s son therefore 
would not be a welcome guest to the 
men of Boston, most of whom were in 
sym pathy with the Cromwellian tra ­ 
dition. 
This was two years before the first 
newspaper was published in 
North 
America. 
We threefore m ust turn to 
Samuel Sewall’s diary. He tells 
us 
that this “villest of men” died on the 
14th of December, and was buried in 
the new burying ground (the Gran­ 
ary).

Older m other earth's annual bath­ 
ing bill costs

$200,000,- 
00 every year. 
Rain w ater scouring 
the countryside, rushing down hill­ 
sides, gouging out gullies, and sweep­ 
ing over gentle slopes of cultivated 
fields, carries 
away 
to 
the 
ocean 
many millions of tons of soil. 
W ith 
this rich topsoil goes 126,000,000,000 
pounds of plant-food m aterial—lost 
to the farm ers of the country forev­ 
er—tw enty times the amount perm a­ 
nently removed by cropping. 
But this is only a fraction of 
the 
damage wrought, says H. H. Bennett, 
soil scientists of the United States 
Department of A griculture. The real 
scourge of erosion is that it takes 
not only the elem ents of plant food 
but soil— plant-food m aterial and all 
—leaving in many instances infertile 
m aterial very difficult to till. Erosion 
is constantly shaving off the topsoil 
of cultivated fields—the richest soil 
of the land. 
In one instance it 
was 
found th a t 7 inches of topsoil 
were 
removed by sheet erosion in 24 years 
from a gently sloping field of P ut­ 
nam silt loam growing 
corn under 
ordinary cultivation in Missouri. Soil 
scientists agree th at 
most 
of 
the 
worn-out lands of the world are 
in 
their present condition because much 
| of the surface has been washed away, 
and not because they have been worn 
out by cropping. 
A single county in 
the 
Piedmont 
region was found by actual survey 
to contain 90,000 acres of land form ­ 
erly productive but now perm anently 
ruined by erosion. 
Another county in 
the A tlantic coastal plain has 60,000 
acres of form er rich land gullied be­ 
yond repair. 
Possibly not less than 
10,000,000 acres of land in the U nit­ 
ed States form erly cultivated 
has 
been perm anently destroyed by rain- 
wash. 
Much of this could have been 
saved by timely terracing. 
There is need at once for a nation­ 
wide 
awakening 
to 
the 
evils 
of 
erosionv says Mr. Bennett. 
There is 
immediate need also for fundam ental 
soil data relating to erosion; demon­ 
strations of the 
value 
of 
properly 
built terraces; 
and 
much 
national 
education about this menacing agen­ 
cy of land devastation.

FINE POINTS OF 
GOOD MILK COWS 


One thing that seems to trouble 
many purchasers of cattle for dairy* 
Ing Is to judge from conformation, 
etc., whether an individual la or will 
be a profitable milker. 
I have found 
that all signs fall occasionally and 
that •oniettmas an animal will show 
both good and poor points and he 
eithgr 
profitable 
or 
otherwise one 
year, and the opposite the next, so 
we cannot always be sure as to point«. 
If I were selecting for myself the fol­ 
lowing would be points for which I 
should look, and If not found any an­ 
imal would not be considered deair* 
able, no m atter how large or band- 
some she was. 
Most of these points 
can be noted upon a calf after about 
four weeks If well fed. 
1. A broad nose and mouth, at least 
lVfc inches wider at end than at 4 
inches toward eyes on milkers, and 
proportionate 
with 
younger 
stock; 
bulls included. 
2. A spacing of three or more finger 
widths between two back,ribs extend­ 
ing well down toward belly; the longer 
the back rib the better; an excellent 
point in bulls us well as cows. 
3. A wide and long escutcheon with 
no breaks or curls above the udder; 
curls upon the back of udder are bet­ 
ter than not; this point Is not so no­ 
ticeable upon bulls as cows. 
4. The milk veins should 
be large 
and long; the crookeder the better, 
and should come from between fourth 
and fifth 
rib or farther forw ard; 
heavy veins upou the udder are also 
good. 
5. Other secondary points Include 
mealy (pliable) skin; broad milk cord 
found vertically above the tlunk; long 
slender tall, end of dock coming below 
points of gam brel; deep pocket on 
front of both shoulder and hind leg, 
near Hank, Inside front; rough back, 
uot humped. 
6. A herd sire should have as many 
of the foregoing points as possible to 
obtain, together with four well-defined 
teats. 
All of these points may be found In 
all milking 
cattle, some being more 
conspicuous In different Individuals, 
and often very pronounced, while oth­ 
er points are negligible. 
Such ani­ 
mals are doubtful and often unsatis­ 
factory 
to 
purchaser.—Howard

REED-JOHNSON ACT 
BENEFITS VETERANS 


Passage of the World war veteran«’ 
act, commonly known as the Reed- 
Johnsou 
bill, 
aud 
its 
subsequent 
amendments has benefited nearly one 
hundred thousand ex servlet men and 
their dependents, according to the na­ 
tional rehabilitation committee of the 
American Legion, which has been fol­ 
lowing developments closely since the 
passage of the bill In 1924. 
Awards 
of Increased compensation have been 
made on 54,499 disability claims and 
42,994 death claim«. 
Shortly after the passage of the act 
a special unit of the United States 
veteruns’ bureau was established In 
the Washington oillce to conduct a 
general examination of ull claims on 
file to ascertain where benefits under 
the new law were payable. 
Although 
the bureau received 83,418 new claims 
subsequent to the passage of the act, 
It Is impossible to estimate the exact i 
number of claims filed directly as a 
result of this legislation, the largest 
part of which dealt with the payment 
of benefits where claims had already 
been filed. 
There were on July 81, 1926, 12,300 
compensation claims of veterans pend­ 
ing adjudication in the veterans’ bu­ 
reau, including Its 54 regional or field 
offices. 
On the same date there were 
228,399 active disability awards, or i 
claims on which compensation wus be- j 
ing paid in various amounts, 28,721 of j 
which were permanent and total cases 
and 104,453 permanent partial disabil­ 
ity cases. 
Compensation was being 
puld on 79,184 death claims. 
In May 
of 1924 the totul disbursements for 
disability compensation were $8,132,- 
484.98, 
as 
compared 
with 
$19,582- 
795.01 In June of 1926, a monthly In­ 
crease of approximately $2,450,000. 


Raise Calf Successfully 
by Using Various Plans 
Calves have been raised successfully 
by various methods. 
W hatever plan 
Is used must Include cleanliness In 
feed utensils and housing, plenty of 
exercise, and direct sunlight. 
A common method is to let the calf 
nurse three or four days. Then feed 
whole milk for three weeks. 
At the 
end of the third week start substitut­ 
ing sweet sklm-mllk, say one-eighth 
each day, until only sklm-mllk Is used. 
If from the separator remove froth 
or foam. 
Feed three times a day at 
regular Intervals. 
Do not overfeed, 
and watch the bowels for any sign of 
scours. 
The feeding of milk may be 
continued around five or six months. 
After two months many feeders use 
sour milk, which appears to be suit­ 
able If In good condition. 
Meanwhile the calf Is allowed to 
pick at a little good hay, clover or al­ 
falfa 
preferred, and a mixture of 
grain, such as ground corn, oats and 
bran—only a moderate amount of al­ 
falfa or grain. 
When the milk is discontinued at 
around six months the calf should 
be eating a regular ration of grain 
and hay. 
No stated amount can be 
named. 
The essential Is for the feed­ 
er to watch the calf and keep It In 
good growing condition. 
A little oll- 
meal, provided It Is fed carefully, is 
an advantage.

All the cultivated legumes—peas, 
beans, vetches, clovers, alfalfR and 
related plants—benefit the soil, where­ 
as a continuous growth of cerettls and 
other nontegumes leads to a decline 
In soil productivity. 
This difference 
Is due mainly to the fact that the le­ 
gumes take their nitrogen partly froiu 
the air, whereas the nonlegumes take 
It from the soil. 
Maks Use of Nitrogen. 
It Is the presence of certain bac­ 
teria in the soil that enables the le­ 
gume plants to make use of the atmos­ 
pheric nitrogen. 
It is not the legume 
itself, but these bacteria that gather 
the nitrogen from the^ air and trans­ 
form it luto compounds that are taken 
up by the plant roots. The laboratory 
where these bacteria 
perform this 
wonderful 
transformation, 
that 
uo 
chemist has been able to Imitate, is In 
the root nodules which may be seen 
on 
healthy 
legume 
plants. 
Non­ 
legumes do not have such “nodule 
laboratories,” 
hence 
they 
cannot 
gather free nitrogen from the air. 
In the absence of bacteria In fhe 
soil, naturally It Is common practice 
to supply them by transferring soil 
from fields already containing them 
or by artificially prepared cultures 
from the laboratory. 
Tbese cultures 
are prepared by growing the bacteria 
In liquids, or upou Jellies, or directly 
In the soil. 
It ts Interesting to note 
that despite the minute size of the 
bacteria every strain has Its own pe­ 
culiarities, a higher or lower efficiency, 
Just as with breeds of higher organ­ 
isms. 
It Is important, therefore, says 
the United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture, 
to 
select 
and 
propagate 
only the 
most active and efficient 
strains. 
Legurres in Groups. 
Numerous tests, says the depart­ 
ment, have shown that for practical 
purposes the legumes commonly cul­ 
tivated may be divided luto seveu 
groups, each of which has its special 
bacteria. 
The seven groups are those 
capable of using the alfalfa bacteria, 
the red-clover bacteria, the vetch bac­ 
teria, navy-ltean bacteria, lupine bac­ 
teria, cowpea bacteria and the soy­ 
bean bacteria.

combination of the carbon-dlsul- 
phlde treatm ent and the application of 
washes for the destruction of the 
eggs. 
Every horse should be washed 
with a 2 per cent coal-tar creosote dip 
to destroy the young hots which re 
main dormant In the eggs. 
Thorough 
treatm ent of all animal* In a comniu 
nlty should be very profitable If con 
tlnued two or three years. 
Ilelnfesta 
lion Is not liable to occur except 
where untreated animals are brought 
In, as It la believed the flies do not 
travel more than half a mile.

“If you want to make a profit on 
your poultry you must get eggs during 
the winter months," declared J. G. 
Haipin of the Wisconsin university 
I poultry departm ent before a group of 
farm ers 
during 
the recent 
annual 
Farmer*' week. 
"In the month of January, 1025. a 
farm flock of 200 hens In Dane county 
produced $146 worth of eggs besides 
those eaten at home, giving a net In 
come over feed costs for the month of 
$93," relate»! the |M»ultry man. 
These results were obtained by the 
farm er because he followed “tried out" 
suc»’essful poultry facts. 
Pullets must 
l*e well matured, pointed out Hnlpln. 
and Leghorn pullets should weigh 8*4 
pounds each and the lt»K*k. Rhode 
Island Red. and W yandotte pullets 
should weigh 5Vfc to 6 pounds. 
"Early hatching, proper 
feed and 
plenty of «llrect sunlight are essentials 
to the growth of the little chicks s»* 
that they will develop Into healthy lay­ 
ing pullets," says Hatpin. 
He gives as 
a go»*d*chick ratt«*n the following: 80 
pounds of ground yellow corn; 20 
pounds of wheat m iddlings; 5 pounds 
ground raw bone; 5 pounds pearl g rit; 
1 pound c»>ninion salt, and plenty of 
milk (whole milk first few days, then 
begin to feed sktrn milk) and give no 
water.

FOR THE FUTURE 


From a long time viewpoint apple 
growers appear to have turned the 
corner, even though the present price 
situation Is not particularly satlsfae 
tory. 
With the decrease In bearing 
trees as shown by the last census fig 
ures, growers cun expect marketing 
conditions to be reasonably satisfac­ 
tory during the next 10 or 15 year*. 
Iu the Eastern and Central states, it 
appears that if the commercial produc­ 
ing acreage Is held at the preseut level 
reasonably satisfactory returns may 
be expected over a period of yeara. 
iu the Northwest, where trees reach 
bearing age more quickly, there seeuui 


to be Tittle reason for Increasing tbe 
bearing acreage at preseut, though 
apples probably will continue to be 
profitable in most sections now yield 
tng adequate returns. 
In considering the present situation. 
It should be remembered that profits 
fr«>m apples since 1913 have not beeu 
sufficiently great to stim ulate plant­ 
ings. 
The number of beariug trees Is 
steadily 
decreasing, the 
18 
leading 
apple producing states showing a de 
crease of 6,500.000 trees, or approxi­ 
mately 8 per cent, during the past 
five years, according to preliminary 
census 
figures, 
says 
the 
Michigan 
Farmer. 
in 
Eastern 
and 
Central 
states, most of the decrease ha* been 
In scattered orchards that are either 
outside of the main commercial sec­ 
tions or are loo small or too unpro­ 
ductive to Justify the u*e of efficient 
spraylug equipment. 
Some unproduc­ 
tive orchards als«> ha\e bean aban­ 
doned in the boxed apple states, and 
the tendency has been to replace the 
poorer varieties in the older orchards. 
For the country as a whole, the uum- 
ber of trees not yet hearing Is about 
the sutne as th e years ago. and Is not 
«Officient to m aintain the present num­ 
ber In bearing. 
So far as commercial production Is 
eoueemed, the decrease In the num ­ 
ber of bearing trees in the scattered 
farm orchards has been more than 
offset by Increased production in the 
commercial sections.

seems, however, to W slowing up. auù 
In the boxed apple states, the point «»f 
maximum production seems t«> have 
been nearly reached. 
Looking ahead, it seems that the 
yearly Increase in population will he 
sufficient t*> take care <*f such Increase 
in production of commercial apples as 
is t«) he expected from the present or- 
chards.

Timely Suggestions 
for Farm Buildings 


Many Needed Repairs May 
Be Made in Early Winter. 


A plank off the outside wall of the 
dairy stable may reduce the milk 
flow from the herd this winter and In 
addition will endanger the health of 
the animals by permitting a cold draft 
in the stable. 
This Is a timely suggestion from 
Prof. S. Weaver, furm engineer at the 
North Carolina State college, who 
states that such slight repairs may be 
done during the early winter. 
All 
animals need fresh air but drafts are 
dangerous. The food given the«« ani­ 
mals will be used In supplying body 
fuel when the buildings are not tight. 
The hog houses and poultry houses 
might also receive the same repairs, 
he suggests. 
“A coat of paint does wonders for 
the average farm building,” says Pro­ 
fessor Weaver, “and winter is a good 
time to apply this paint. 
Some of 
the fences may need looking after und 
the corn cribs and poultry houses 
need to he cleaned up. Folks are now 
putting corn In the cribs and the early 
pullets are looking for laying quar­ 
ters. 
A supply of good, clean nesis, 
put In early, will prevent the pullets 
from laying on the floor and thus con­ 
tracting the egg-eating habit." 
To prevent farm tires, Professor 
Weaver suggests that the stove flues 
be cleaned out. Less fuel is consumed 
and better fires and more heat are 
secured from the stoves when there 
Is a free draft. 
Where possible, it 
Is suggested that those who have the 
funds put In a basement heating plant. 
There Is much more satisfaction and 
lots less work for the housekeeper 
when the home Is furnished with a 
basement heating plant. 


Stable Flavors in Milk 
in Winter Are Annoying 
We are approaching the time of year 
when stable flavors are more apt than 
usual to creep Into milk and the dairy 
man must be fully alert to the re 
sponslbllitles of the situation. 
From 
now on there will he less fresh air In 
most cow stables than there ought to 
be. 
The stables themselves will be 
somewhat more difficult to keep clean 
and the cows, unless specially groomed 
and otherwise cared for, will become 
considerably soiled. Regardless of all 
this it still Is possible to keep the 
stable taint out of milk. 
IVrlmps the most certain method to 
adopt toward this end is to keep the 
shipping cun Into which the milk palls 
are emptied standing outside the milk 
ing stable during the milking period. 
This makes a little more work and for 
this reason many dairymen will hesi­ 
tate at the extra steps. 
But It is an 
actual fact that the usual moist air of 
a milking stable In winter is about the 
easiest means of transferring stable 
taint to milk.
